Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 80-89 and 109-165 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
109, 116 and 129, each when considered as a whole, is allowable over the prior art of record. 
Specifically, prior art of record fails to clearly teach or suggest the step/means for automatically 
making a second graphical display perceivable to the second child, which second graphical 
display including a second toolbar and a control that is user selectable to access the selected 
second favorite menu, which second toolbar including the common control and not including the 
second control.
